DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 1 and 8, the prior art of record such as Soliman (6,556,832) and Fernandez- 
Corbaton etal. (6,289,280) and Pent et al, "Method For Positioning GSM Mobile 
Stations Using Absolute Time Delay Measurements", IEEE Vol. 33, No. 24, Nov. 1997, 
pages 2019-2020 teaches different methods for estimating mobile calculations. Neither 
Soliman, Fernandez-Corbaton nor Pent disclose or fairly suggest a method and a 
wireless communication system for estimating a pilot phase root mean square error that 
comprise determining a path width error, a path drift error, a measurement resolution 
error and combining the path width error, the path drift error and the measurement 
resolution error to obtain a pilot phase root mean square error estimate a specifically set 
forth in claims 1 and 8. ,
